Early departure this morning to begin your adventure. Pacific Western 
flight 526 miles to Hay River in the Northwest Territories, nestled on 
the southern shores of Great Slave Lake. Barges filled with supplies 
for far flung Arctic settlements make this a busy place during summer. 
Hudson’s Bay Company established a post here in 1868 and only in 
1949 was Hay River connected by road with the completion of the 
MacKenzie Highway. Near Hay River a sight rivaling Niagara Falls 
awaits you, thundering Alexandra Falls, plunging 109 feet. Also visit 
cascading Lady Evelyn Falls on the Kakisa River. Cross the mighty 
MacKenzie River, extending north to the Arctic’s Beaufort Sea which 
you’ll see from Tuktoyaktuk. On the steep north bank of the half-mile 
wide MacKenzie River is Fort Providence, begun in the 1860’s as a 
Catholic mission. Spend the night here at Snowshoe Inn. See your 
first Indian handicrafts.

GREAT SLAVE LAKE/YELLOWKNIFE / 3rd Day BL 


Sleep late this morning if you want, then drive north 214 miles through 
the Horn Mountains. Pause for a picnic luncheon along Great Slave 
Lake and visit the Dogrib Indian Community at Rae Lakes. Arrive in 
Yellowknife, capital of the Northwest Territories in the late afternoon. 
Boasting a population of approximately 10,000, this modern little 
city’s first white visitor was explorer Samuel Hearne in 1771. Tribes of 
the Dene Nation have long inhabited this area, and not until 1934 did 
white settlers arrive when gold was discovered on the shores. Mining 
for gold is still done here, and you will have a visit to one of the 
mines. The Yellowknife area is basically flat, dominated with rock 
outcroppings, many lakes, muskeg (moss), and a few inches below the 
soil surface, permafrost which remains all summer. Stay two nights at 
the Yellowknife Inn or Explorer Hotel. 


YELLOWKNIFE/CRUISE / 4th Day BD 


Tour Yellowknife this morning and its environs. Visit an operating 
gold mine, see the bush pilot’s memorial, old waterfront town and 
learn about the Eskimo dogs. This afternoon is at leisure. Browse for 
furs and stone and ivory carvings. Visit the Prince of Wales native art 
museum. This evening board a private yacht for a cruise to one of the 
small islands in Great Slave Lake for a cookout. If you’re an angler 
you might want to try your luck for char, trout or grayling. 


THE ARCTIC/TUKTOYAKTUK / 5th Day BLD 


Morning Pacific Western 657-mile flight to Inuvik on the MacKenzie 
River. Board a small aircraft for the 79-mile shuttle flight farther north 
to the Eskimo community of Tuktoyaktuk on the shores of the Arctic’s 
Beaufort Sea ... 180 miles above the Arctic Circle and only 100 miles 
south of the Arctic’s polar ice cap. This village is the home of about 
600 Eskimoes or Inuits. See the unusual ice mountains called “pingos,” 
explore the town, visit the Hudson’s Bay Company trading post, bar- 
gain for bone carvings and furs. Over 10,000 reindeer are in the herd 
nearby. Most likely you’ll spot some. Return to Inuvik for overnight at 
the Eskimo Inn. Learn about Inuvik which was hewn out of wilderness 
just 25 years ago in 1955. Now Inuvik is a commerce and communi- 
cations center for the MacKenzie Delta. See a unique system of plumb- 
ing utilizing steam filled pipes to combat the permafrost. 


DEMPSTER HIGHWAY /EAGLE RIVER / 6th Day BLD 


Depart Inuvik this morning on the Dempster Highway, opened during 
the summer of 1979. This gravel highway connects Inuvik with Daw- 
son City below the Arctic Circle in the Yukon Territories. Your 216- 
mile route south will be scenic and historic. See tundra along the 
route with the Richardson Mountains creating a backdrop for lakes 
and valleys. Pass through the village of Arctic Red River begun as a 
mission in 1868, located at the junction of the Arctic Red and Mac- 
Kenzie Rivers. A bit south is Fort McPherson built in 1840 and boasting 
a population of approximately 821, an important trade and trapping 
center. Cross the Continental Divide and enter the Yukon Territory for 
an overnight on the Arctic Circle at the Eagle Plains Hotel.

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OGILVIE MOUNTAINS /DAWSON CITY / 7th Day BL 


Today’s 231-mile drive takes you south along the Mahoni Range fol- 
lowing the Continental Divide to the confluence of the Peel and Ogil- 
vie Rivers. Follow the Blackstone River to the towering Ogilvie Moun- 
tains and cross the Ogilvie at Seela Pass. Great scenery at every turn. 
A short distance below the pass lies the Yukon River and infamous 
Dawson City from the 1890's. This is where the great gold rush of 1898 
began with the discovery of gold by George Carmacks and his Indian 
companions, “Skookum” Jim and “Tagish” Charlie, on Bonanza Creek. 
Stay at the Sheffield Dawson or El Dorado Hotel for two nights. 


DAWSON CITY/DISCOVERY CLAIM / 8th Day BL 


Pan for gold this morning! Travel up to Bonanza Creek for a visit to 
Discovery Claim to learn all about the wild and wooly days of Dawson. 
Cruise the Yukon River to Treasure Island this afternoon for a salmon 
barbecue. Time to stroll the streets of Dawson and relive those bygone 
days. Dawson has several fine jewelry stores where you can see gold 
nugget jewelry at its best, but remember gold isn’t $16 an ounce as it 
was during the 1898 days of Dawson! Visit Diamond Tooth Gertie’s 
tonight or attend the follies at the Palace Grand. 


TOK/ALASKA / 9th Day BLD 


Catch your last glimpses of Dawson this morning as your motorcoach 
boards the ferry to cross the Yukon. More beautiful scenery is yours as 
you travel the “Top of the World” Taylor Highway 178 miles south. The 
area is filled with mountain vistas, valleys, rushing streams and for- 
ests. Have a picnic luncheon along the route. Take a short bit of the 
Alaska Highway from Tetlin Junction to Tok for an overnight at the 
Tundra Lodge. 


THOMPSON PASS/VALDEZ/GULF OF ALASKA / 10th Day BL 


Mountain scenery is once more prevalent as you drive south 254 miles 
through an area often referred to as the “Switzerland of North Amer- 
ica.” Cross the Alaska Range, Mentasta Mountains and mighty Wran- 
gell Mountains. Near Glennallen and Copper Center meet the famed 
Alaska Pipeline which you follow along Richardson Highway to Val- 
dez and the gulf. Just prior to crossing Thompson Pass begin to have 
your first views of many spectacular glaciers. With the Chugach Moun- 
tains as a backdrop descend to tiny Valdez, beautifully situated on 
Prince William Sound, terminus of the Alaska Pipeline. Overnight at 
the Sheffield House. Time to stroll this evening and explore this much 
talked about seaport of over 8,000 hardy Alaskans. 


THE GLACIERS/ANCHORAGE / 11th Day BL 


Cruise Prince William Sound this morning aboard the Glacier Queen. 
Pass Valdez Arm and the pipeline terminal to front mammoth Col- 
umbia Glacier for views of crashing ice slabs. An abundant variety of 
sea life is here. Board the Alaska Railroad at Whittier for the tunnel 
ride to lovely Portage Glacier, then continue along Turnagain Arm 
(look for tidal bores) into Alaska’s largest city, Anchorage. Overnight

100 MILE HOUSE / 5th Day / Thursday 


A leisurely departure this morning gives you the chance for another 
dip in Harrison’s relaxing hot pools. Then get ready for spectacular 
scenery as you head north into wilderness territory. Enter the historic 
Fraser River Canyon just past the city of Hope. The road narrows, 
leads through tunnels, across gaping gorges, past steep canyon walls. 
During the Cariboo gold rush of the 1860’s, thousands of miners strug- 
gled up the Wagon Road through these dangerous rapids and along 
the rocky cliffs hoping to reach Barkerville’s rich goldfields. You can 
appreciate the courage and stamina of these hearty souls as you follow 
their footsteps today and tomorrow. Stop for luncheon midway 
through the canyon at Hell’s Gate, then follow the swiftly flowing 
Thompson River eastward from Lytton into British Columbia’s rugged 
interior. Some of the roadhouses beside the highway served as stops 
along the Cariboo Trail a hundred years ago. One of them, built by Tom 
Miller in 1862, was called 100 Mile House. Today a thriving lumber 
community of the same name has grown up on the site and you’ll 
spend the night here at the Red Coach Inn, known for its gracious 
hospitality. Have a sundowner in the Library Lounge and listen for 
stories about the gold rush days. Dinner at the Inn is a real treat! 


BARKERVILLE GOLD RUSH/PRINCE GEORGE BL 
6th Day / Friday 

Drive north this morning through Chilcotin country and into the 
Cariboo Mountains. Watch for puffballs, wild rose and Engelmann 
Spruce. You may spot osprey or western grebe as you pass Williams’ 
Lake. Over 250 species of birds thrive in the Cariboo. Keep a sharp

eye out for marmot, woodchuck and beaver. Past Quesnel you may 
spot a moose. This is clean, fresh, wild country. The air is clear and 
crisp. Stop at Cottonwood House, a completely restored roadhouse, 
to see what life was like when hordes of miners came this way over 
a century ago. It was built by J. Boyd in 1864. In his words, “Here 
weary travelers found lodging, food and drink. Here fresh horses were 
hitched to the stagecoach and miners brought supplies. It was a haven 
for man and beast in the rugged land.” Their destination, though, was 
Barkerville, British Columbia’s gold rush capital, where you’ll spend 
most of the day. Billy Barker hit paydirt here on August 21, 1862 and 
before long this was the largest town north of San Francisco and west 
of Chicago. Those were wild days! Before the gold petered out the 
miners had claimed $40 million of the precious yellow metal, and it 
was every man for himself. The provincial government has been res- 
toring the town and now it looks much as it did in its heyday. Have 
luncheon in Barkerville at Wake Up Jake Cafe. You have time to 
explore the restored buildings on your own before continuing to the 
hunting, fishing, hiking and lumbering center of Prince George. Ac- 
commodations are at the Inn of the North, finest in town. Dinner is 
not included. Try the Inn’s Club Car Grill. 


YELLOWHEAD HIGHWAY /MOUNT ROBSON/JASPER BLD 
7th Day / Saturday 


Turn east and south this morning and follow the Fraser River toward 
its source in the Rockies. You’re traveling on the Yellowhead Highway, 
major northern route across four Canadian provinces from Winnipeg 
in Manitoba to Prince Rupert on the coast. It was named after an 
Iroquois trapper called Yellow Head, and it passed through some of 
the most beautiful wilderness, mountain and forest areas in Canada. 
Have views of majestic glacierclad Mount Robson near the British 
Columbia-Alberta border, highest point in the Canadian Rockies, 
12,972 feet above sea level. After your picnic luncheon at the Moun| 
Robson lookout, continue over Red and Yellowhead Passes and across 
the Continental Divide to the Rockies’ eastern slope and Jasper Na- 
tional Park, 4,200 square miles of mountains and lakes of every size 
and color. Visit the Jasper townsite before settling in for two nights of 
comfortable accommodations at the Tonquin Motor Inn or Jasper Inn. 


JASPER NATIONAL PARK/MALIGNE LAKE BLD 
8th Day / Sunday 


This is an unforgettable day, a sightseer’s and photographer’s delight. 
Climb through a narrow mountain pass to Medicine Lake, which 
curiously “disappears” each winter, and on up to mile-high Maligne 
Lake, largest in the Rockies. Have exceptional views of the Queen 
Elizabeth Range and close-up looks at the many glaciers as you cruise 
the lake by launch. Enjoy a hot buffet luncheon at charming Maligne 
Lake Lodge. In the afternoon visit Maligne Canyon to view its nearly 
vertical limestone walls, gouged out by centuries of erosion, nearly 
200 feet high in places. There’s time to rest and reflect on the wonders 
you have seen before dinner.

Today’s route along the 142-mile Banff-Jasper Highway, the Icefield 
Highway, takes you through some of the most scenic country in Can- 
ada. This is the backbone of the Canadian Rockies, a glorious pano- 
rama of mountains, glaciers, lakes, rivers and waterfalls. Stop at Ath- 
abasca and Sunwapta Falls and then spectacular Columbia Icefield, 
largest accumulation of ice in the Rockies, 3,000 feet thick, covering 
130 square miles. Runoff from the field feeds three river systems. 
Climb aboard a snowmobile for the three-mile ride across the surface 
of Athabasca Glacier, a rare experience! Have luncheon at the Icefield 
Chalet, then continue south into Banff National Park, Canada’s oldest 
and perhaps her most spectacular park. Drive past massive Mount 
Murchison and Mount Chephren, Waterfowl and Bow Lakes and Mis- 
taya Canyon. In the late afternoon arrive at the jewel of the Rockies, 
Lake Louise, one of the most beautiful spots on the continent. Slay 
two nights at majestic, world-famous Chateau Lake Louise. Sit on the 
terrace to absorb the scene. The lake is fed by Victoria Glacier, just 
across the water, and is surrounded by towering peaks. The icy tur- 
quoise color is not an illusion. It comes from Victoria’s glacial silt. 
Railroad workers were so awed by the beauty of the place when they 
discovered it in 1882 that they named it for Princess Louise, daughter 
of Queen Victoria. This is a spot you’ll never forget! 


LAKE LOUISE/YOHO NATIONAL PARK BLD 


10th Day / Tuesday 

This morning is at leisure so you may enjoy the views across the lake. 
Sunrise is spectacular here! Cross the Continental Divide back into 
British Columbia for a visit to Yoho National Park. Stop at Takakkaw 
Falls, 1,248 feet, North America’s third largest. Marvel at nature’s work 
at Natural Bridge on Kicking Horse River, and at the famous man- 
made spiral railway tunnels under Kicking Horse Pass. An interesting 
day, capped by another restful evening at Chateau Lake Louise. 


VALLEY OF THE TEN PEAKS/MORAINE LAKE BLD

Drive to Sulphur Mountain to see the natural hot 
springs, then ride the gondola lift to the top for a magnificent pano- 
rama of the Bow Valley. The afternoon is free for your own pursuits. 
Shop or visit the School of Fine Arts to see how the setting has inspired 
young artists. You might enjoy an optional float trip down the Bow 
River. The hotel has a famous golf course. Or simply sit on the terrace, 
enjoy the views, do nothing. 


BANFF /CALGARY/STAMPEDE GROUNDS BD 
13th Day / Friday 


Have more leisure time this morning to enjoy Banff’s clear mountain 
air. Board your motorcoach after luncheon for the short ride to Calgary, 
home of the famed Calgary Stampede. Drive to Victoria Park to see 
where the rodeo and renowned chuckwagon races are held each July.

Visit Cavendish to see 
Green Gables, the setting for Anne of Green Gables. Overnight at the 
popular summer resort of Summerside at The Linkletter Motel.

Depart Port Borden by ferry this morning and dock at Cape Tormentine 
in the providence of New Brunswick. Under the French this was a 
colony named New Acadia, but in 1784 the area was separated from 
Nova Scotia and took the name New Brunswick from Britain’s George 
III of the House of Brunswick. Your route takes you along the lobster 
rich shoreline to Shediac for Juncheon at Paturel’s Shore House on 
Shediac Bay.

FUNDY NATIONAL PARK/KINGS LANDING/FREDERICTON BLD 
11th Day / Wednesday 

Follow the Petitcodiac River this morning to pause at Hopewell Rocks, 
strange stone sentinels carved by wind and weather. Enter Fundy 
National Park at Alms, where the elements have created rustic beauty 
along the rugged coast. Have luncheon in Sussex, dairy and craft 
center. This afternoon pay a visit to the Kings Landing Historical 
Settlement nestled in the peaceful beauty of the Saint John River 
Valley. By 1783 there were over 10,000 settlers along the river and its

tributaries, many of whom were loyalists fleeing the colonies. Have 
a vivid view of life in pioneer New Brunswick at the relocated settle- 
ment across the river from its original site with each structure carefully 
restored to its original decor. Costumed “residents” of the settlement 
go about their daily chores just as in the early days. See a working 
sawmill, forge, carpenter’s shop, young girls weaving and performing 
other crafts which were necessary to the self-sufficient survival of the 
community. Enjoy a special dinner in the 18th century atmosphere of 
Kings Landing. Stay at Fredericton’s Wandlyn Inn. 


FREDERICTON/SAINT JOHN / 12th Day / Thursday BL 


A walking tour of Fredericton this morning includes the Historic 
Officer’s Square, Centennial Park, City Hall and The Green. Known 
as the “City of Stately Elms,” Fredericton is the provincial capital of 
New Brunswick. The first inhabitants were the Maliseet and Micmac 
Indians who hunted and fished along the Wooastook or Saint John 
River. Fredericton has developed from a small wilderness village into 
a large, modern cultural and legislative center. After luncheon con- 
tinue to Saint John and learn about the mysterious Reversing Falls 
and see the Loyalist House and Martello Tower built to defend Saint 
John during the War of 1812. Overnight at Delta’s Brunswick Inn.
